Administration Calmly Await- 
ing Disintegration of 
Dictator’s Power 


San Francisco— Reports from many 
California cities indicate that the rain- 
fall this season has been about 25 per 
cent more than was registered last 
year for the corresponding period.

Will Compel Mexico’s Ruler to 


Give up Government Reins 


San Diego—Three unloaded torpedoes, 
each worth $5000, were lost during 
the target practice off this coast last 
week.

Washington~ The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission suspended the pro- 
posed increase on lumber over the 
Southern Pacific Railway from points 
in California to points in Nevada two 
years from January 1. 


Washington— The Washington Gov- 
ernment believes the power of the 
Huerta Government is slowly ‘‘crumb- 
ling and disintegrating.’’ 

The impression that the Huerta 
Government is fast losing its control 
over territory hitherto dominated by 
it is based on dispatches to the State 
Department. These show also that 
diplomatic pressure from without is 
weakening the resources of the provis- 
ional government. 

The president holds the view that as 
a result of all the influences now at 
work Huerta will slowly but inevitably 
be compelled to retire. 

No positive steps have been taken by 
the administration within the last few 
days to compel a compliance with the 
demand for the elimination of Huerta. 
No preparations have been made for 
a blockade of Mexican ports. 

In Huerta’s message to the Mexican 
Congress his request for sanction of 
his acts was regarded as significant, 
as was the intimation that if the Con- 
gress did not approve of his assump- 
tion of dictatorship or previous conduct 
he and his cabinet would be perfectly 
resigned to the judgment. 

There are many people here convers- 
ant with the situation who believe that 
Huerta merely wishes for ratification 
of his acts so that he can retire ina 
dignified way. 

Foreign interests generally will be 
protected by the United States. At 
Tuxpam, in particular, especial effort 
was made to protect British interests 
pending the arrival of the British 
cruisers.

Washington—Francis Cuttle of Riv- 
erside, president of the California Con- 
servation Commission, and Mrs. Ellott

oil lands in California. The visitors 
protested to the officials against the oil 
land squatters.

DLO AGE AND DIET 


Physician Writes Instructively on 
the Subject. 


After Fifty, the Amount of Food Nec- 
essary Grows Less With the 
Years, and Appetite Must 
Be Curbed. 


There is a marked difference be 
tween the dietetic necessities in old age 
and those earlier in life. It is because 
many do not know this fact that they 
die too early, and often with great sud- 
denness. Most of the sudden deaths 
you read about, following a _ hearty 
meal, in persons of fifty or more are 
entirely unnecessary. 

In the first place, after a certain 

age is reached, which varies with dif- 
ferent pereons, but is passed by most 
of them as early as fifty, the neces- 
sary amount of food gets gradually 
less all the time. Now, the appetite 
may not get any less, indeed, may even 
increase; and the result is trouble 
‘sooner or later. A person at the age 
of eighty, for example, does not need 
;more than half as much food as was 
‘needed at forty. 
- The actual amount of food needed in 
old age varies with different persons 
just as it does at any age. Women 
need less than men; those who do hard 
work need more than those who do 
less; more is needed in winter than 
lin the summer, and so on; but the 
| total amount needed in old age is al- 
ways less than that for younger per 
sons even if the other conditions are 
the same. 

In old age the powers of digestion 
and assimilation are much less than 
they were when the person was young: 
er. Growth has ceased, so that there 
is less call for new building material. 
As a rule, much less work is done, 80 
that there is less call for food which 
creates energy. It follows, then, that 
it is not merely some of the food ele 
ments but all of them, that need re 
duction when this period of life is 
reached. 

Another poiat of great importance is 
the fact that excretion is less active in 
old age. This means that, while a
